every mayu to secept.  He mald that when
b {new fhat the lostrumoents of florture
wore waltimg for bim, nod the fires of

foartyrdom were ready to consime him,
g wod g such divine lberty in
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bebalf of all men, he became the emacipator of
the buman mind, He set (he world forwaed In
\he carecr of progress aud Improvement more
gensibly than it had moved for s thousand yonrs,
He 1080 by slow mud painfel siteps to the lean
?undr-nr ol his mission; and =il In the very
ieight of Wis power and fmme he remembered
the lowly state irom which he had risen, He
sympathized with the poor and labored to Ll
up the down-troaden, While churging with wild
and terrible oneel upon the many-lesded mon-
ster of error, Le matntained n rogeged honesty
and shoplicity of charscter which made him
sull a tender, kind-pearted, aud lovable man,
